A slow but steady climb in 
i Pennsylvania^ holiday death Loll 
jbegan to alarm community offi­ 
cials who had hoped to prevent 
an “ unhappy New Year” with ex- 
jtra precautions during the long 
I weekend. 
A survey by United Press In­ 
ternational showed at least 17 per- 
sons had lost their lives in high­ 
way accidents since the 102 hour 
weekend began at 6 p.m. Wednes­ 
day. Fire claimed the life of one 
person and two other deaths were 
listed as miscellaneous. 
Safety experts, heartened by the 
relatively low death count iii the 
early phase of the weekend, re­ 
affirmed their warnings :o drive 
carefully. However, the ilcafn rate 
early today was still under tie 19 
total recorded in the first 30 hours 
of the hristm as weekend.
